First, what God is: We need lo
be extremely careful in describ-
ing God, for someone may think
we are giving all details. Any|
definition of God tends to limit
Him. Although we tell of His at-
tributes or activities, we cannot|
cover all about Him.

THE SHORTER catechism
asks: “What is God.” The an-
swer is given: “God is a Spirit,
infinite, eternal and unchan-
geable in His being, wisdom,
power, holiness, goodness, and
truth.” Supporting scripture
passages tell us in part: “God is
a Spirit: and they that worship
Him must worship Him in spirit
and in truth.” “Great is the
Lord, and greatly to be praised;
and His greatness is unsearch-
able.” “Every good gift and
every perfect gift is from ab-
ove, and cometh down from the
Father of lights, with Whom is
no variableness, neither shadow
of turning.”

Our text verse says: “The
Lord God is a sun and shield.”
We know that the sun is a
source of light and warmth. God
would not have us dwell in dark-
ness nor ignorance, His know-
ledge, His love, His generosity
are made known to us, and we
are to help others as He helps
us. As the sun shines on all|
people indiscriminately, so we
need to love all people. As the
sun provides stimulus for physi-
cal growth, so God provides
stimulus for spiritual growth.
